TERMS OF OFFICES. 


The Supreme Court on Friday 
filed an 
opinon relative to the 
terms of officers which settles all 
question in relation thereto, 
It 
decides— 
First—T hat the terms of all of­ 
ficers elected last fall commenced 
on the first Monday in January, 
1884. 
Second—Judges arc now hold­ 
ing for six years. 
Those whose 
terms would otherwise term inate 
in 1886 will hold till January 1887. 
Third—State Auditor and Clerk 
of Supreme Court four years ; but 
will hold until January 1887. 
Fourth—All state, 
county or 
other officers elected in November, 
1883, for a term of two years, will 
continue to Hold their offices till 
the first Monday in January, 1887. 
Where official terras are short­ 
ened, the salaries shall cease at 
the expiration of service. 
The 
disposes of the case of the Tresur- 
er of Olmsted county, who refused 
to yield his office until March 1st.

Telegraphic M atters Discussed 
G ardiner L. H ubbard. 


W a s h in g to n C ity , Feb. 9.—Gardiner G. 
Hubbard made an argument before the com­ 
mittee on post offices and post roads upon the 
general subject of postal telegraphy, and 
particularly in answer to the recent argu­ 
ment of Dr. Norvin Green. 
He said under 
the pressure of discussion the Western Union 
company, according to the admission of its 
president, has been forced to begin the work 
of reducing rates and improving methods, 
ilet ween the years 1S68 and 1878 average 
rates had been reduced from $1.04 to 89 
cents per message. 
Under this reduction the 
number of telegrams had increased from 
6,000,000 to 23,000,000 per annum, and the 
profits from $2,600,000 to $3,500,000. 
Then a 
change had taken place in the policy of the 
Western Union company, by which other 
lines had been absorbed, and the reduction of 
rates ceased. 
From I HTS to the present time 
the reductions were ouh’ 9 mills per message. 
Was 
this 
the 
way 
to 
treat 
the 
public? 
Did 
not 
the 
Western 
Union 
company 
know 
that 
a 
new 
compe­ 
tition would be brought out? The whole 
history of the company, with the exception 
of the period from I SCS to 1878, would teach 
this. It was this course of the Western 
Union that had led the public to ask if the 
stock holders had not fared well enough, 
and if the public had some rights in the 
premises.

It was true 
that we now had new companies. 
Mr. Hubbard, proceeding, said rates were 
too high for the general public. 
The busi­

telegraph.

Western Union forwarded messages in the ! 
order in which they were received. This was j 
only theoretically true, but there was some­ 
thing of more vital importance than any­ 
thing yet presented.

Through its agency it collected market news 
in London and Paris. 
A fraction of a penny 
a pound on cotton was a fortune to any 
man.

This year, however, the rise has been 
slow and the uncertainty has been fearful. 
At midnight Sunday the river had reached 
sixty-five feet four inches, lacking tw elve 
inches of the highest point of last year's 
flood. 
Reports from Gallipolis state that the 
river is still rising, and has now exceeded the 
flood of 1883 by six and a half inches. 
Rain 
has set in, which appears to be general 
throughout the Ohio valley. 
In all probabil­ 
ity the flood will not reach its maximum 
here for two or three days.

K'JSBARD'S VIEWS. 


Telographic Matters Discussed 
Gardiner L. Hubbard. 


W ashington City, Feb. 9. —Gardiner G. 
Hubbard made an argument before the com­ 
mittee on post offices and post roads upon the 
general subject of postal telegraphy, and 
particularly in answer to the recent argu­ 
ment of Dr. Norrin Green. 
He said under 
the pressure of discussion the Western Union 
company, according to the admission of its 
president, has been forced to begin the work 
of reducing rates and improving methods. 
Between the years 1S6S and 1878 average 
rates had been reduced from $1.04 to 39 
cents per message. 
I'rider this reduction the 
number of telegrams had increased from 
6,000,000 to 25,000,000 per annum, and the 
profits from $2,600,000 to $3,500,000. 
Then a 
change had taken place in the policy of the 
Western Union company, by which other 
lines had been absorbed, and the reduction of 
rates ceased. 
From 1878 to the present time 
the reductions were only 9 mills per message. 
Was 
this 
the 
way 
to 
treat 
the 
public? 
Did 
not 
the 
Western 
Union 
company 
know 
that 
a 
new 
compe­ 
tition would be brought out? The whole 
history of the company, with the exception 
of the period from 1868 to 1878, would teach 
this. It was this course of the Western 
Uniou that had led the public to ask if the 
stock holders had not fared well enough, 
and if the public had some rights in the 
premises. 
The 
telegraph 
business 
was 
bound to fce a monopoly, whether carried on 
by the Western Uniou or not. 
It was true 
that we now had new companies. 
Mr. Hubbard, proceeding, said rates were 
too high for the general public. 
The busi­ 
ness community were well served, but the 
people at large reaped no benefits from the 
telegraph. 
Mr. Evarts had said that the 
Western Union forwarded messages in the 
order in which they were receive*!. This was 
only theoretically true, but there was some­ 
thing of more vital importance than any­ 
thing yet presented. 
W hat were the rela­ 
tions of the Western Union to the people of 
the country in their social and politi­ 
cal interests? The 
Western Union 
was 
controlled by three or four 
gentlemen 
in New York. 
It controlled the market 
prices, all the political and general news sent 
over its wires, and every single important 
personal communication sent in the country. 
No state can pass a law which should have 
any effect on this corporation. 
It would 
liaudle 160,000,093 messages ten years hence. 
Through its agency it collected market news 
in London and Paris. 
A fraction of a penny 
a pound on cotton was a fortune to any 
man.

roach. 
Doleful predictions were not want­ 
ing, and from the beginning there has been a 
feeling that the flood would outrdo the Ohio’s 
record. On former occasions, and at the 
time of the last flood, the river rose and fell 
in a comparatively short time, and all was 
over. 
This year, however, the rise has been 
slow and the uncertainty has been fearful. 
At midnight Sunday the river had reached 
sixty-five feet four inches, lacking twelve 
inches of the highest point of last year’s 
flood. 
Reports from Gallipolis state that the 
river is still rising, and has now exceeded the 
flood of 1883 by six and a half inches. 
Rain 
has set in, which appears to be general 
throughout the Ohio valley. 
In all probabil­ 
ity the flood will not reach its maximum 
here for two or three days. 
The situation 
along the river front is unchanged, and of 
coui-se there is very little new to add. 
The 
watei-s continue to creep up slowly, and 
where it will end no one can tell with any 
degree of certainty.

The local 
treasurer shall send the pay roll* of each 
division to the superintendent thereof, 
with the drafts for their payment, as 
soon as prepared, and without waiting 
for other divisions. As soon as instruct­ 
ed by the local treasurer, after their re­ 
ceipt, the Superintendent or Assistant 
Superintendent shall go over his division 
to pay off the mea. 
The drafts intended 
for each man shafllic delivered to him, 
endorsed by the Superintendent or Assis­ 
tant Superintendent, in black, and his 
receipt taken therefor on the pay roll. 
Employes who cannot sign their names 
shall make their mark, (touching the 
pen,) the Superintendent or Assistant Su 
pcrintendent w itnessing the same. 
Drafts undelivered by the Superintend­ 
ent at the conclusion of his trip, shall be 
held by him for two months, aud with 
their corresponding roll, shall be taken 
on the succeeding par trips 
All drafts 
then undelivered shall be immediately re­ 
turned to the local treasurer with’ the 
rolls. A “ remainder roll” shall then be 
prepared, w’hicli shall be held by the lo­ 
cal treasurer for payment thereon upon 
application. 
Drafts for the payment of employes of 
the Engineer’s Department, shall

drawn to the order of such person as the 
Engineer-in-Chicf may designate.

ORDINANCE NO. 29. 


R e l a t i n g t o F i r e s a n d F i r e D e p a r t * 
h e n t s . 


The Council of Hie City of Brainard do 
ordain as follows; 


Be c . I. 
No fire, hose, engine or hook 
and ladder company shall be formed ex­ 
cept by resolution of this council. 
S e c . 2, 
The officers of the fire de­ 
partment of the city of Brainerd shall 
consist of a chief, engineer and two as­ 
sistant engineers, to be elected annually 
on the first Monday in April of each 
year, from among the active members of 
the fire department by a plurality vote 
of the members of the different compa- 
panies in joint session aud approved by 
the council, aud a steward or stewards 
to be appointed by the council. 
Public notice of the time and place of 
the election of officers shall be given to 
the fire department by the chief engin­ 
eer by written notice to the foremen of 
the different companies and through one 
or more newspapers published in said 
city 
Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of engineer the remaining engin­ 
eers and foremen of the companies, col­ 
lectively, or a majority of them shall 
have the power and it.sball be their duty 
to call a special election and designate 
the time and place fer holding the same, 
and shall notify the different companies 
by published notice as above. 
S e c . 3. 
Any company of persons, not 
less than fifteen nor more than thirty, in­ 
cluding the officers hereinafter mentioned 
xnav, for the purpose of organizing as a 
fire, engine, hose, or hook and ladder 
company, elect from their number a fore­ 
man, first assist ant and second assistant 
foremen, secretary, treasurer, and such 
other officers as they may see fit, and 
pass by laws and regulations for their 
government. After the approval of the 
organization by the council as aforesaid, 
it shall be deemed completed. 
S ec. 4. The name of every company 
so formed, and the names of the officers 
and members shall be reported by the 
secretary to the council and after the or­ 
ganization is approved any change jn 
officers or membership shall be so re­ 
ported.

teen minutes or longer, unless the fire be 
sootier extinguished.

on any hose white in use for the extin­ 
guishment of any fire or at any parade or 
mel ting of the fire department or any 
company; and no person shall willfully 
or u-.£u‘Cessanly break, cut, mar, deface, 
dextro., or in any way injure any appa­ 
ratus used for the extinguishment of 
fires or buildings containing the same or 
any property of any kind belonging to 
or connected with the fire department of 
said city. 
Any person violating any of th* pro 
visions of this section, shall, upon con­ 
viction of such offense before a police 
justice of said city be punished by a fine 
of not less than five dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars and the cost of 
prosecution, and bp imprisoned until 
such fiqe and costs are paid not exceed­ 
ing ninety (90) days. 
Be c. 12. 
The chief engineer or mayor 
may at any fire prescribe limits within 
which no person e\cept those who reside 
therein, members of the fire department 
and those admitted by order of the en­ 
gineer or mayor, shall be permitted to 
come, and it shall be the duty of the po-, 
lice to aid in carrying out the provisions 
of this section. 
S e c . 13. 
Any fire, engine, hose or 
hook and ladder company may be dis­ 
banded by the council at any time, and 
their equipments and apparatua ordered 
to be given up to an? person designated 
by the council, and any person who 
shall offense or refuse to deliver up his 
equipments and apparatua when so or­ 
dered as abova, shall upon conviction of 
such neglect before a police justice of 
said city be punished bv a fine not ex­ 
ceeding tw’enty-five dollars and the costa 
of prosecution and ba imprisoned until 
such 
in_ 
and assistant en­ 
gineers of the fire department and all 
policemen of said city shall be ex officio 
fire wardens and shall notify the owner 
or occupant of any building having an 
unsafe stove, stovepipe or chimney of 
the unsafe condition of the same, and 
any person who shall neglect to remedy 
such defect within three days after being 
so notified shall upon conviction of such 
neglect before a police justice of said 
city be punished by a fine not exceeding 
fifty (50) dollars and the costs of prosecu­ 
tion and be imprisoned until such fine 
and costs are paid, not exceeding thirty 
(30) days. 
S e c . 15. All fines provided for by this 
ordinance shall serve to the benefit bf the 
tire deoartment when collected, and shall 
be paid by the city treasurer upon order 
of the clerk and mayor monthly to the 
treasurers of the fire companies in equal 
shares. 
Sec. 16. Ordinance number five (5) is 
hereby repealed. 
S e c . 17. 
This ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its 
publication.

ceipt, the Superintendent or Assistant 
Superintendent shall go over his division 
to pay off the men. 
The drafts intended 
for each man sha!M»e delivered to him, 
endorsed by the Superintendent or Assis­ 
tant Superintendent, in black, and his 
receipt taken therefor on the pay roll. 
Employes who cannet sign their names 
shall make tlieir mark, (touching the 
pen,) the Superintendent or Assistant Su 
perintondent witnessing the same. 
Draft» undelivered by the Superintend­ 
ent at the conclusion of his trip, shall be 
held by him for two months, and with 
their corresponding roll, shall be taken 
on the succeeding pav trips 
All drafts 
then undelivered shall be immediately re­ 
turned to the local treasurer with* the 
rolls. A “ remainder roll” shall then be 
prepared, which shall be licld by the lo­ 
cal treasurer for payment thereon upon 
application. 
Drafts for the payment of employes of 
the Engineer’s Department, shall lie 
drawn to the order of such person as the 
Engineer-in-Chief may designate.

Death of a Prominent Physician. 
The people of this city were shockec 
on Sunday last to learn that Dr. J. E 
Cheney, one of Brainerd’s most,promi 
ncnt and well known physicians, aicd at 
5 o’clock on the morning of that day of 
congestion of the lungs. 
On the pre 
vious Thursday the doctor went to Fort 
Ripley bv train to see a patient, but was 
brought back by team. Not having ex 
pected to return with a team he hac 
tailed to provide himself with the neces 
sary robes and other articles to suitably 
protect him from the cold, and when he 
reached Brainerd he was thoroughly 
chilled through. His illness commenced 
at that time, and the following day his 
condition was deemed serious.

medical fraternity of the city gave him 
the best of care and treatment, but the 
malady resulted fatally at the time stated 
above. 
The funeral services were con 
ducted Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock, at 
the Episcopal church, by Rev. Dr. Haw­ 
ley. 
The burial ceremonies were con­ 
ducted under the auspices of Pap Thom­ 
as Post G. A. R., which was out in full 
force, commanded by Col. Geo. 8. Can­ 
field. 
The remains were interred in 
Evergreen cemetery.

ORDINANCE NO. 29. 


R e l a t in g to F ir e s a n d F ir e D e p a r t * 


MENTS. 


The Council of the City of Brainord do 
ordain as follows; 


S e c . 1. 
No fire, hose, engine or hook 
and ladder company shall bo formed ex­ 
cept by resolution of this council. 
S e c . 2. 
The officers of the fire de­ 
partment of the city of Brainerd shall 
consist of a chief, engineer and two as­ 
sistant engineers, to he elected annually 
on the first Monday in April of each 
year, from among the active members of 
the nrc department by a plurality vote 
of the members of the different oompa- 
panies in joint session aud approved by 
the council, aud a steward or stewards 
to be appointed by the council. 
Public notice of the time and place of 
the election of officers shall be given to 
the fire department by the chief engin­ 
eer by written notice to the foremen of 
the different companies and through one 
or more newspapers published in said 
city 
Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of engineer the remaining engin­ 
eers and foremen of the companies, col­ 
lectively, or a majority of them shall 
have the power and it.shall be their duty 
to call a special election and designate 
the time and place fer holding the same, 
and shall notify the different companies 
by published notice as above. 


S e c . 3. Any company of persons, not 
less than fifteen nor more than thirty, in­ 
cluding the officers hereinafter mentioned 
may, for the purpose of organizing as a 
fire, engine, hose, or hook and ladder 
company, elect from their number a fore­ 
man, first,assistant and second assistant 
foremen, secretary, treasurer, and such 
other officers as they may see fit, and 
pass by law's and regulations for their 
government. After the approval of the 
organization by the council as aforesaid, 
it shall be deemed completed. 


S e c . 4. The name of every company 
so formed, and the names of the officers 
and members shall be reported by the 
secretan' to the council and after the or­ 
ganization is approved any change tin 
officers or membership shall be so re­ 
ported.

The chief and assistant en­ 
gineers of the fire department and all 
policemen of said city shall be ex officio 
fire wardens and shall notify the owner 
or occupant of any building havmtr an 
unsafe stove, stovepipe or chimney of 
the unsafe condition of the same, "and 
any person who shall neglect to remedy
